Alſo Poachar Archbyſhop of Teures, following the e-

.fncreaſed ſo vpwarde tizoughe all his bodpe, as they were 
fapne to cut his members by ptete meale awap. 

One lohn Ruze, a Councelloz alſo of the Parliament,

Likewiſeone lohn Menier Lo2de of 
Oppide,a follower with all bis fozce, fo2 the burning 5 al⸗ 
ſacring of Ch2ilt in his mẽ bers: was taken himſelfe/ with 
ſuch a burning ier angurie, as with the paine thcreof he fell 
into fo extreme impatience, Þbe-blaſphemed God even to 
his laſt bzcath, ſaying, wby ſhould net J curſe him, whom 
thoſe danmable Lutherans dio glo2p and p2aiſe in the mid- 
deſt of their tozmentes? By this the reader map indge in 
2wwhat miſerie thoſe men dwell, whoſe conſciences gine them 
ſuch hozrible aCau!ts,as a late Chaticelioz of Frawrce,mighs 
tilp combatted by his conſeience,at the death cri⸗ 
ed, ad thou Cardinall tho Cardinal, thou doſt caule vs all 
to be damned.

nous traitoz)ran him thzough with his rapier. Cbe gentle- 
man hauing no teaſtire to enquire the occaſion of ſoſodaine 
alf ꝛult, being wounded to death, yeoelved vnto bim. But 
when he vnderſtode the'villanie , with his brothers inno⸗ 
tencie, he ouer late crauod par d foꝛ the harme he had done 
him , rem ountod him aſwell as he might, and bꝛought bim 
home to his houſe, where the next day following he likewiſe 
tyed.

The Girle ſ&ing him to 
ſeme a holy Father, and like a maiſter in Jſrael, ſuppoſed 
ſhe bad founde god fo2tune, belened | ps perſwaſton, 4 wee 
to hys Cloyſter with hym, where ſhe was fo2 a time cloſed 
in hys Cabinet, and in the end, deſiring to enioy a moze li⸗ 
bertie, (he was rounded, crowned, and veſked in Saint Te- 
ſus habit, and ſo tontine wed many yeares, in ſoꝛt as a Nos 
nice. In A*»0.1569.4 gentlemans ſonne of the Citie, accu⸗ 
ſtomed to come among them, happened to bzcake a glaſſe 
Windowe, belonging to thys holpe Father: who lapde 
bande vyon him foz it, had him in, hang ed the poze chilte 
by the heeles, with as many ſcourges, as he and his darling 
coulde (in charitie) beſtow vpon him. Which known to the 
Father, deſirous to be reuenged of the harme done to hys 
ſonne (without any thꝛeats) he inuittd them to ſupper:who 
being arriued, and enter tapned into ſundzye places ot the 
houſc (attending in hope, the time of they gd cheare 
were at liſt bꝛought into a create chamber where te 
gallants wer ready to receiue them of purpoſe to pe 
the pleaſure of theyz maiſter: wis after they had 
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long admonition, touching the iniurie done to hym and 
bys Chyld, they did read our leſuit ſuch a whipping Chap- 
ter from the heade to the herles, and baſted him ſo on bothe 
fides fo2 burning, as they toke bis ſtomacke cleane from 
bys ſupper . And when they wente about ( wyth the ſame 
leſſon)to teach hys Nouice to ſpell and to put togythet:our 
olde leachoz on both bys kntes entreated to hym, offering 
to ſufter as much moze(thongh it were painefull to gym) ſo 
they would ſpare him. Notwithſtanding, la ing her was a 
partner at the childes puniſhmente, they ſtripped dym, 
whereby the myſter pe of dys lelode life was Liſcoucres :

M bo doubteth of the great ſuperſtition, that thoſe dzeas 
med on, who (at the firft) framed þ ſundzy partes i patches 
of the Þaſſe: which wzought 4 bzought to perkect medley, 
was made moze vendible, than all their traſhe beſides, By 
what bzaines it was deuiſed, by whole cunning augmẽ ted, 
t by what perſons perfozmed , ſundꝛy auntient authoꝛities 
do witneſſe: pet truly no poztion of their religion moze to 
be embꝛaced fo2 mirth than this: it hath ſo many pleaſant 
dumb ſhe wes, ſo many ſtrange myſteries, and ſo gallantly 
maſked, that during the play,they ſtande at a gaze, and are 
amazed, as it were loking foz wonders, untill a miſſa eit, 
biddeth them ”a/ere,c+ plaudete. Although the glozy of this 
game was ſo great, as al knes bowed at the hearing of it: 
pet in the beſt woꝛld, when it had molt credite, there were 
ſame of al ſozts , could ſay it without Boke: and euen tha 
Paſſing mates themlelues would ſometimes ieft at it. 

As a Pꝛieſt in Loxein,(named Sanders) confeſſed he knew 
not the deuiſion of Baſſes,foz all ſoules , 4 foz al ſaints, et.

And further, they do aſcribe vnto hym the title of Iefus of 
Nazareth King of the [ewes « Foz firſte they inueſted hym 
loyth the title of leſus, bytauſe he was in nature,qualltie, 
condition, and canfoꝛmitie, moſte like vnto him: And of 
Nazareth, fa that he was a moſte pure virgin: Theytal⸗ 
led him King bicauſe he kept both the inward and the out- 
warde laws: And fo2 that he was futt of melodie and toy , 
ſoliciting alt the woꝛlo ta the pꝛayſe : honoꝛ of God, they 
lapde it wan u ſpecialiſiguifi:ation of the lee. 
Boebholde the concluſion of this moſt diueliſhe and infer- 
nall inuention of the Popes Saints, which aſcended to p 
bigheſt degree of moſt vngodly blaſphemie. 
It is no maruel though they be lde him (and others hys 
like) in that curſſcdcredite : when they ſo bewitce hed the 
wits of all men, as they thought na reverence to muche, 
to be ( with great deuotion) done. to any parte 02 parcel of 
them: pea, and it were but to a patche of their apparell.

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great p2tee:Thep allo honozed the Arrowes that were ol 
at S. Sebaſtian tn Poittrers,and at Lamberke in Provance.And 
in mp opinion, ſteing the tones and arrowes were acs 
compted ſo holy, the Archers and Stone -caſters wers 
wozthy ſome glozie. 

But to the ende the Reader ſhal not muſe oner much vp» 
on theſe ſuttleties, to ſhewe that the wozldhadno eyes, nei⸗ 
ther in their heads, noz in their vaderſtanding, but as wil- 
lingly oz wilfully blinde ſuffered themſelues to bed led into 
all abſurditie: I wil retite acertaine hiſtoꝛie, whereby pou 
map the better beholde their ſimple follie.

didſt thou (like wiſe )bzing hither Herring ts ſel ! Theſe Hi⸗ 
ſtoꝛies do witnes, that as the Pope & his pꝛelacie, bꝛought 
all the woꝛld into damnable Adolatrie, touching the woz⸗ 
ſhipping ol Saintes, ſo it ſeemed that ſome in all ages, wold 
ſhewe thoſe Jdolles their Leſſons, when they pleaſed them 
not. 

As not long ſince the inhabitauntes of a village called 
Neutome by Paris fo; that they: vines were froſen on Saint 
Georges dayꝛdid not alone ſpeak bold 4 opp2obztous wozds 
vnto hym, but pꝛeſumed on his perſon, and thzew hym into 
the riuer of Seve, to the end he ſhoulde be as wel frozen as 
their Ames, which ad was ſo much the moze hardye, foꝛ $ 
they durſt attempt it againſt him, who is a Mars among all 
the Saints.
